In 1938 Plan E became one'of the optional cnarter Plana 
offered by the Legislature, and which any city, except Boston, 
may adopt. 

Localities differ and their differences are justly regarded by 
the Legislature when acting upon petitions for tailor-made char- 
ters. The number of inhabitants in the community, the territorial 
size and situation of the city, the pursuits and* character of the 
people, their respective traditions and peculiar civic institutions, 
as well as their prospective grown and development, the social 
structure of the city, are all worthy of consideration in granting 
a public charter. There is no uniform pattern to be fitly applied ' 
to all communities. Citizens interested in the progress of their 
local government must keep them present as well.

As in Plan D, the Council is the governing body of the city 
and in control of all its affairs, except as to any limitations im- 
posed by certain other provisions of the law, and except what- 
ever comes within the authority given to the City Manager, and 
matters vested in the School Committee. Also, it exercises all 
the legislative powers. 

MAYOR 

The Mayor is the official head of the city, Chairman of the 
Council and of the School Committee. He has no cower of veto 
but may vote the same as any other member of these bodies. He 
has no power of appointment, except over his own secretaries, 
or of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and messen- 
gers connected with his office. He may remove these appointees 
without a hearing and without making a statement of^the cause 1 p an y.

THE CITY MANAGER 

As in Plan D, the City Manager is the chief administrative 
officer of the city, responsible for the administration of all de- 
partments, commissions, boards and offices of the city. Likewise, 
he is appointed on the basis of merit only: need not be a resident 
of the city or commonwealth when appointed: holds office during 
the council’s pleasure; is the council’s expert adviser and execu- 
tor; attends meetings, makes recommendations, drafts the budget, | gu S p ec t e( J cases of t u bare uiosis. 
directs the administration and sees that the budget and all other ‘ Pamphlets and posters, paid 
laws and ordinances are properly carried out. Likewise, he may N 1 

make all appointments and removals in the departments, commis- 
sions, boards and offices of the city for whose administration he 
is responsible. And, he is given “all the powers, rights and duties, 
other than legislative, had, possessed or exercised, immediately 
prior to the adoption of the plan, by the' Mayor, board of Aider- 
men, common council and all other boards, commissions and com- 
mittees of the city and their members, severally or collectively, 
except such as conferred upon the school committee or are other- 
wise provided for thereby.” 

Likewise, the city manager may appoint and remove such 
officers and employees as the city council, with the advice of the 
city manager, may have determined are necessary for the proper 
administration of the services under his charge. 

WARDING OFF POLITICAL INTERFERENCE 

Recognizing that the City Manager must have a free hand In 
appointing the personnel of the departments for whose adminis- 
tration he is responsible, the City Council, its committees and 
members are prohibited from requesting the appointment or re- 
moval of any person therein, or having any dealings with or 
giving any orders to this personnel except through the city 
manager. 

There Is also a prohibition against, any of the city personnel 
from soliciting or contributing for any political party or candi- 
date for city office. 

Violation of these provisions is punishable by a fine of up to 
$500, or imprisonment up to 6 months, or both, and upon final

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Your Living Costs 

The high cost of food — which recently touched a record level 
— still holds an important place in the headlines. 

Reports of consumer resistance have come from all parts of 
the country. Government officials have been considering possible 
remedial measures. And, retailers, whose prosperity depends upon 
a large and stable turnover, are definitely concerned. 

The public should understand the position of the retailers in 
a matter such as this. He is literally caught in the middle — be- 
tween high wholesale prices on the one hand, and consumer de- 
mand for lower prices on the other. He is without control over 
wages, the prices paid farmers, taxes, and everything else that 
enters into the final selling cost of food. What he can cjo is to hold 
down his own cost of operation to the limit, so that price in- 
creases may be as small and as few as possible. And that is 
exartlv what nine out of ten retailers are doing. 

A recent report of what happens to each dollar spent by the 
consumer in one of the country’s principal food chains tells the 
storv. Of each dollar sale, less than one solitary cent remained 
with the store as net profit. All the rest went for overhead and 
. purchases of one kind or another— for buying goods, for rent, for 
salaries, for taxes, etc. This system’s operating costs are the lowest 
consistent with running an efficient, attractive store. It is obvious, 
in other words, that the retailer is not the reason for high price of 
food. 

If you like riding a rollercoaster try the dips in the newly 
reconstructed Centre street.

Kiwanis Club 

The speaker at the Kiwanis 
Club on Wednesday, who for ob- 
vious reasons remained anony- 
mous. brought a startling mes- 
sage to the Club. He is a rep- 
resentative of "Alcoholics Anony- 
mous," and toid of the growth 
and success of that organisation, 
and related his own experiences 
with alcohol. 

"Alcoholics Anonvmous," the 
speaker said, "is a self support- 
ing organisation. It does not 
seek or accept money or con- 
tributions from any source. ' 'A. 
A.’ gives every assistance to a 
man suffering from alcoholism, 
but the victim must himself have 
the desire to be helped." Alco- 
holism is a greater curse than 
cancer in that cancer affects the 
rectum, while alcoholism affects 
not only the man, but also his 
family, his friends and all who 
associate with him. The speaker 
said that he took his first drink 
as he embarked for France in 
1917 and became an alcoholic. 
After the war he went to college 
and found that he was 25 years 
ahead of his fellow students in 
experience. After attending col- 
lege and receiving high marks 
for 3*3 years, he decided to 
leave. He was urged by the far 
ulty and his friends to stick it 
out the few remaining months 
to receive his degree. He was 
told he would live to regret it 
if he left. But because of his 
ego, created by alcohol, he did 
leave college. He is now about 
60 years old and sincerely re- 
grets his action. 

He has gone from job to job, 
hitting the high spots as well 
as the low. “Alcoholics Anony- 
mous" finally found him in a 
sanatorium, and he accepted 
their help in effecting a cure. 

He is today a successful busi- 
ness man. 

"A. A.” started with one group 
in this area a few years ago and 
has grown to 44 groups at the 
present time. It has assisted 
more than 50,000 victims of al- 
coholism. "Alcoholics Anony- 
1 mous" operates without regard 
i to a man’s religion. It does in- 
j sist that he believe in some 
power greater than himself.

Nearly 200 model plane*? com- 
peted before two to three thou- 
sand spectators in the first U- 
Control Model Plane meet held at 
the Newton High School Athletic 
Field on Saturday under the 
rules of the Academy of Model 
Aeronautics, and sponsored by 
the Newton Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Newton Post, Ameri- 
can Legion, The Newton Graph- 
ic and Newton Transcript. Also 
cooperating was the Newton Rec- 
reation Department. 

Ernest Babcock, Jr., of the 
famous Ernie Babcock father 
and son team ot Morris Plain, 
New Jersey, set a new world 
speed record in Class II by fly- 
ing his model 87 miles per hour. 
Last year the Babcock team won 
the Daily Mirror model plane 
meet in New York and were 
awarded the Aercoupo in which 
they flew here for Saturday’s 
meet. 

Prizes donated by the spon- 
sors of the meet included the 
model plane, six model motors, 
plane kits and trophies. The 
Newton Graphic Trophy was 
awarded to the plane having the 
best linos, finish and appearance 
and the Newton Transcript 
trophy was awarded in the speed 
contest.

Water Pollution 
Near Bathhouse 

To the Newton Graphic: 

According to press reports the 
water of the Charles River flow- 
ing by the Newton Upper Falls 
bathhouse is under suspicion. 
The Board of Health is investi- 
gating. 

If there be any pollution of 
the water the cause may be lo- 
cal. The Charles River banks 
from the Dedham line protect- 
ing Newton’s watershed is con- 
trolled or owned outright by the 
city. It is to be presumed, there- 
fore, that at least down to the 
pumping station, no or little pol- 
lution exists. As the bathhouse 
is less than half a mile from the 
pumping station (down stream) 
pollution arises in this vicinity 
on one, or maybe, both sides of 
the stream. 

When the P.W.A. Oak Hill 
sewer was built (1934) from 
Eliot street to Needham street 
(iater extended to Oak Hill* at 
a cost of about $90,000, before 
It was put into operation it was 
found, report stated, to have 
developed leaks. The sewer was 
| repaired at a cost of $30,000 or 
thereabouts. So far a3 is known 
to date no further trouble has 
been reported. 

As to what may be causing 
pollution whether possibly from 
the sewer search for the reason 
seems to be narrowed to the 
pumping station and the hath 
house on the Upper Falls play- 
ground through which the sewer 
is built.

PROPORTIONAL REPRESENTATION 

WHAT IS PROPORTIONAL REPRESENTATION? The 
words are easy to rattle off, but the count plan is admittedly hard 
to explain. 

BACKGROUND OF PROPORTIONAL REPRESENTATION 

It is a general name applied to a principle or system of elec- 
tion. Credit for the English Proportional Representation plan is 
given to Thomas Hare, who published in 1857 a work entitled 
“The Machinery of Representation,” followed by his more impor- 
tant work in 1859 “The Election of Representatives, Parliamen- 
tary and Municipal.” The European countries use PR under the 
“list” system, not the Hare system, in both local as well as the 
national elections. In Italy it was abrogated under Fascist rule, 
and suspended in Germany by the Nazi regime in 1933. Its recent 
fate in the rest of the countries since the end of World War II 
cannot at this time be stated. 

In this country it has been extensively, but rather fruitlessly 
agitated. It has found its way into very few home rule charters, 
and in each case it was with the City Manager Plan. Ashtabula 
the first in this country to adopt it in 1915 repealed it in 1929; 
Boulder adopted it in 1918, Kalamazoo in 1918, Sacramento 1921, 
Cleveland 1923 (abandoned in 1931), Cincinnati 1925, and Hamil- 
ton 1926. Court decisions ruled it out in Kalamazoo and Sacra- 
mento. Yonkers, N. Y., a town, has a movement afoot for its 
repeal, reports being that councillors elected under PR have been- 
very unsatisfactory. New York City took on PR in 1937 but 
retained the Mayor-Council form of Government. 

TYPES OF PR SYSTEMS 

There are three major types of PR, differing in one respect 
only, — i.e. in the distribution of so-called transfer votes. The type 
provided by our General Laws- is known as the “Hare System” 
and as the "Single Transferable Vote System.” The system has 
as its primary objective making the vote of as many of the voters 
as possible effective in the election of representatives for the 
voters in the municipal government. Therefore-, the voter is given 
the opportunity, when he receives his ballot, of listing every candi- 
date, or as many as he wishes, in the order in which he desires 
his vote to be used for the election of a candidate. 

There is no doubt however, that once their vote is cast, only 
a few have the slightest idea how the count is carried on. Some 
time ago, a distinguished St. Louis attorney, a believer in pro- 
portional representation, declared, (though in a somewhat exag- 
gerated manner) ) that when his twin daughters entered Radcliffe, 
the number of St. Louisans who understood the Hare plan was 
reduced 50%. And, as to the voter really understanding the course 
his ballot took, the Supreme Court of Michigan had this to say: 

“An actuary, mathematically skilled in the application of the 
doctrines of chances to financial and other affairs, might work 
with confidence upon the possibilities of this system, but to the 
non-expert ... it appears ‘too intricate and tedious to be adopted 
for popular elections by the people.’ To the average elector 
the destiny, of his vote is a mystery, however easy it may be for 
him to follow instructions in marking his ballot.” 
ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

In several instances PR has been effective in breaking a cor- 
rupt stranglehold on the city. In Cincinnati, this was so and 
especially in breaking a solid block of 10,000 or more illiterate 
Negro votes which voted on strict orders of the Republican party 
in power. In New York it broke the hold of the Tammany group 
in the control of the Democrats. 

We shall now come back to Newton and Proportional Repre- 
sentation under our Optional Charter Plan E. , 

FIRST: PRIOR TO ELECTION— GETTING ON THE BALLOT 

Any registered voter qualified to vote for the candidate of 
the office he seeks, may be a candidate for that office, provided 
he files a statement of his candidacy at least 10 days before elec- 
tion, accompanied by a petition signed by not less than 50 or more 
than 100 registered voters requesting his name to be printed on 
the official ballot. 

After nomination petitions are filed separate forms of ballot 
for the City Council and the School Committee are prepared. 
These are the two bodies elected by the voters. Ballots are 
printed in as many lots as there are candidates for election to 
any body. If 15 candidates, then 15 lots. 

Immediately preceding the election the city clerk designates a 
central counting place to which the ballots having been cast are 
to be delivered and at which place they are to be publicly counted, 
and is required to draw by lot in the presence of the candidates 
4(not later than the closing of the polls), the order in which the 
precincts of the City shall be counted. (Bear this in mind.)

Retail Sales Up 
46% in Newton 

The total retail sales in New- 
ton in June of this year were 46 
per cent greater than those of the 
corresponding month of 1946, ac- 
cording to the monthly survey 
conducted by the Newton Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

The increase for the first six 
months of this year was 32 per 
cent over the first haflf of 1946. 
"The two factors accounting for 
the large increase are higher 
prices and the very large in- 
crease in sales of motor vehicles 
and household appliances which 
have a high dollar value,” Secre- 
tary Rupert C. Thompson stated. 

At the same time, the Chamber 
of Commerce reported that its 
monthly survey of employment 
in manufacturing establishments 
revealed that the average num- 
ber of employees i n all factories 
in this citv dropped 4422 i n June, 
1946. to 3837 in June of this year 
a decrease of 585, or 13.2 per cent. 
During the same period, the 
amount of total payrolls dropped 
from $749,398 to $694,308, a de-

684 Leaders and Workers 
Volunteer; 1300 Needed 

— o — 

With the yeary campaign of 
the Greater Boston Community 
Fund, with which the Newton 
Community Chest is affiliated, 
starting this year on October 23, 
the campaign organization in 
Newton is well under way, ac- 
cording to a statement made 
this week by E. Graham Bates, 
Newton chairman. 

“With an enrollment goal of 
340 leaders we have already ap- 
pointed 315,” states Mr. Bates, 
“and although the month of Sep- 
tember has been set for the en- 
rollment of solicitors and work- 
ers, there have been 371 signed 
up, out of a total goal of 1800. 
This makes a total of 684 lead- 
ers and workers who have volun- 
teered for the campaign.

WHAT HAS HAPPENED TO THE DOLLAR? 


Labor’s drive for ever-increasing wages, without com- 
pensatory increases in production, is a tragic example of 
economic futility. 

A pictogram in the United States News vividly dem- 
onstrates what has happened to the American dollar. In 
terms of purchasing power, an income that had a net worth 
of $2500 in 1939 is worth only $1535 now. An income that 
was worth $4952, after taxes, in 1939, is worth only $2815 
now. So it goes, up and down the income scale. 

This is not, of course, entirely the result of increased 
wages. Many other factors, notably taxation and prodigal 
government spending, must bear their share of responsibility. 
But it is an obvious fact that the cost of labor represents a 
very large proportion of almost everything produced in this 
country. 

In the past, we raised wages and lowered prices. We ac- 
complished that because output per man increased along with 
pay. Since the war, the exact opposite has occurred. Most 
basic industries report that, while wages are much higher 
than before, production per man-hour is lower. The conse- 
quence of that can be expressed in a single word — inflation. 

The real interest of labor lies in job security — and in 
the purchasing power of the dollar. In self-defense, if for 
no other motive, labor must cooperate with management to 
get the goods out, to increase production, and to so control 
prices. Endless wage demands coupled with decreased pro- 
duction per man spell ruin for the American economy.

Apparently the various local 
politlcans arc too hot and weary 
to bother about much active cam- 
paigning right now. I see them 
around town and talk to them on 
the phone but there is little of in- 
terest to report.

Jamieson, Jr., Alderman at-Large 
from Ward 6 and President of the 
Board, and Theodore R. Lock- 
wood. Ward Alderman from 
Ward 7 Lockwood, of course, Is 
one of the three candidates for 
Mayor. The ofher Aldermen have 
either officially announced their 
! retirement or an announcement 
has come from the men who hope 
to succeed them.

comment until such time as it is 
an official fact. Two others want 
to retire but might possibly be 
persuaded to stay on for one 
mor^ term. 

Very well. Lot us suppose that 
all ten men retire. That will leave 
eleven sitting Aldermen, of whom 
three are seeking advancement 
from Ward Alderman to Alder- 
man-at-Largc. These tnroe men 
are Edward A. Fahey from Ward 
1, Kenneth E. Prior from Ward 
3 and Julian D. Anthony from 
Ward 6. To the best of my 
knowledge, the following eight 
Aldermen are expecting to return 
to the Board; — Aldermen Slo- 
cum pnd Mattson from Ward 2, 
Alderman Angevinc from Ward 
3, Aldermen Hunt and Hoyt from ! 
Ward 4, Aldermen Bauckman and 1 
Bav»or from Ward 5 and Aider- 
man Barker from Ward 7. In- j 
cidentally, four of these men 
have been on the Board a rela- 
tively short time. So, you see, the 
general situation is even worse 
than I have painted it. 

Later on I may nave something 
to say as to the reason for this 
heavy turnover. 

Women in Public Life 

Some day I thmk it might be 
worth-while for the League of 
Women Voters to hold a public 
meeting, possibly i n the form of 
a debate to be participated in by 
both men and women, for the pur- 
pose of discussing the important 
question of women in public life. 

Let me say at the beginning 
that this paragraph has nothing 
whatsoever to do with the fact 
that Newton is currentlv battling 
with history, and tradition on ac- 
count of the candidacy of the first 
woman in history for our Board 
of Aldermen. My remarks are due 
entirely to a most interesting 
article from the pen of my friend 
John O'Connor of the Boston 
Herald. The caption of this 
article, appearing on August 10, 
was “State Entrusts Women 
With — Duties in Home.” 

Starting with this semi-humor- 
ous heading, O’Connor goes on in 
a rather light vein as he gives 
an imaginary reply, in behalf of 
Governor Bradford, to an organi- 
zation which is seeking truth and 
light in connection with the im- 
portance of women in public life 
in all our forty-eight states. He 
pictures the Goveinor as stating 
that, even though he has appoint- 
ed only 21 women to the state 
service, his record is at least ^s 
good as his two immediate prede- 
cessors, Levorett Saltonstall and 
Maurice J. Tobin. He regretfully 
announces that no woman judge 
has been appointed since Janu- 
ary 1, 1943 and that there arc 
currently only six women judges 
serving in this state. There have 
been three assistant Attorney 
Generals who were women; 
Judge Jennie L. Barron, Beatrice 
Hancock Mullaney and Sybil H. 
Holmes, who was also the only 
woman ever to be elected to our 
State Senate. In our State House

of Representatives there are but 
three women.

Vandcnhrrg, as one of those who 
thinks extremely highly of young 
Mr. Lodge, reminds me of the 
fact that in 1936, if my memory 
serves me, it was Senator Vanden- 
berg who declined to accept an 
informal nomination for the Vice- 
Presidency for the reason that he 
wanted the first-place nomination 
or nothing. As it turned out, that 
nomination was worthless, as Alf 
Landon discovered to his amaze- 
ment. Now we have Mullins 
intimating that Lodge is not in 
the running for EITHER nomina- 
tion, especially that for Vice- 
President. I wonder just what my 
Herald friend is trying to get 
across. Oh, yes, the very interest- 
ing part of his first of the two 
columns was the suggestion he 
made that it may have been 
Senator Lodge and NOT Secre- 
tary of State Marshall who was 
the real Father of the famous 
Marshall Plan for Europe. 

P. S. Please refer to my third 
paragraph headed City Election. 
One of these three, Ward Aider- 
man Arthur H. Cox of Newton 
Lower Falls (Ward 4) has just 
announced his retirement. At the 
same time Harold B. Buse also 
of Newton Lower Falls a Com- 
mander in the U. S. N. R., has 
announced his candidacy to suc- 
ceed Alderman Cox

SECOND: FORM OF BALLOT 

In the first lot the candidates' names are printed alphabeti- 
cally and in each succeeding lot the first name in the preceding 
lot is printed last. 

By this procedure the name or each candidate appears at the 
top and an equal number of ballots and t he* ballots are distributed 
so that no bundle of ballots in a single order are delivered to any 
one precinct. 

THIRD: METHOD OF VOTING 

The voter does not under PR place an X against a candidate’s 
I name. Instead he places the figure 1 against his first choice, 2 
against his second. 3 against his third, and so on down the list of 
I candidates’ names. He may mark as many choices as ho pleases, 

I one or 5 or 10, or the total number of candidates running. 
FOURTH: COUNTING AND TRANSFER OF BALLOTS; ELIM- 
INATION OF CANDIDATES 

(at QUOTA. The reader -must carry in mind that under PR 
the majority system is done away with and a “quota” system sub- 
stituted. 

The "quota” sufficient to elect a candidate is determined in 
the following manner: 

One digit is added to the number of offices to bo filled. For 
instance, in Newton, seven city councillors would be elected, so 
we add one digit which makes eight, and the total number of 
valid ballots cast is divided by that figure. Because eight candi- 
dates Could possibly each attain that number of votes, one vote is 
added to that number, thereby making it impossible for more 
than seven candidates to get that number of votes and be elected. 

ILLUSTRATION: Supposing that in Newton there will be 
48,000 valid ballots cast. Divide this quantity by 8, which makes 
6000, now add one, resulting in 6001. When seven candidates each 
have received 6001, (or at a total of 42,007) then the eighth can 
only receive at the most 5993, and could not be elected for lack 
of the required quota. 

(b) FIRST DETERMINATION OF SUCCESSFUL CANDIDATES 

The ballots are sorted according to the first choices of the 
voters. When during the course of the first counting, any candi- 
date at any stage of the counting obtains 6001 votes (the quota) 

( he is declared elected. Thereafter, any subsequent ballots which 
show him as first choice are transferred or credited to the voter’s 
second choice marked on the ballot, or, if the Second choice has 
also been declared elected, to the next choice marked on it for a 
candidate not yet elected. 

(c» ELIMINATION ON FIRST SCREENING OF VOTES 

When all the ballots have been thus sorted and credite 4 d to the 
first available choices marked on them, every candidate who is 
credited with fewer ballots than the number of signatures re- 
quired for his nomination (50) is automatically “declared de- 
feated.” All the ballots of such candidates are transferred each 
to the candidate indicated on the ballot as next choice among the 
"continuing candidates.” 

A “continuing candidate” is one not as yet either elected or 
defeated. (Any ballot taken for transfer which does not clearly 
indicate any candidate as next choice among the continuing candi- 
dates is set aside as "exhausted.”) 

When all the ballots of the candidates thus defeated have 
been transferred, the one candidate who is then lowest on the 
poll is declared defeated and all his ballots transferred the same 
way. (Note well this point.) 

(d) ELIMINATION THROUGH CONTINUING TRANSFER OF 
VOTES 

This process continues and in like manner candidates are de- 
clared defeated one at a time and all their ballots transferred. 
FIFTH: WHEN DOES AN ELECTION COME TO AN END? 

Under the majority system which we Are generally accus- 
tomed to, all ballots cast must be counted. However, under pro.- 
portional representation, “continuing candidates” are declared de- 
feated one by one until the required number of candidates to be 
elected have received the “quota” required to be declared elected. 
Then the election comes to an end. 

It is now up to the Voters of Newton who may be called upon 
to make a decision, which in fact involves the making of two de- 
cisions in one: 

Whether Newton should change Its present form of govern- 
ment to the City Manager form, and also 

Whether Newton should change from its non-partisan method 
of election by wards and at large, to the proportional repsesenta- 
I tion system.

complaints about the lights 
which were said to complicate 
traffic instead of alleviating it. 

Engineers of the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works, after 
their survey, ruled that the 
lights must be “actuated” and 
that angle parking must be elim- 
inated in order to make it pos- 
sible for the signal lights to 
function successfully. 

Under the proposed system, 
traffic will move oast and west 
on “Washington street, while it 
is halted on Waltham, Water- 
town and Chestnut streets, and 
vice versa. 

The street traffic committee of 
the Board of Aldermen, consist- 
ing of Aldermen Wendell R. 
Bauckman, chairman; Kenneth 
E. Prior and Edward A. Fahey, 
conducted its own survey and 
came to the same conclusion as 
the state officials. 

The committee therefore has 
recommended that the Board of 
Aldermen pass the necessary 
amendment to the traffic regu- 
lations to restore the original 
system of operation of the lights 
and to do away with angle park- 
ing, substituting parallel park- 
ing. The Board is expected to act 
on the matter at its next meet- 
ing, Aug. 18.

ment for June, 1947, was 2.6 per 
cent less than June. 1946; Newton 
was 13.2 per cent less for the 
same month. The amount paid 
in wages in the state for June, 
1947, was 7.2 per cent more than 
June, 1946; Newton was 7.3 per 
cent less. The average wage in 
Newton for June, 1947, was $41.75 
against $39.10 for June, 1946,' 
Thompson declared. 

Comparing employment in 
June of this year with that of 
1940, he reported that the aver- 
age number of employees rose 
from 3096 to 3837, an increase of 
741, or 23.9 per cent. For the same 
period, the amount of payrolls 
rosp from $209,131 to 694,308, an 
increase of $485,177, or 232 per 
cent. 

The average weekly wage in 
June, 1940, was $19.48 against 
$41.75 for June, 1947.

ividing 13,000,000 pints of blood. 
When the national board voted 
1 to assume a nationwide blood 
program to meet all civilian 
needs, it undertook a gigantic 
itask which it will take at least 
! five years to develop. The event 
ual goal will be 4‘a milion donors 
a year, or one in every 35 of the 
population. 

Under the present set-up here 
in Mass., there are almost no 
donors in July and August, 
whereas the needs go on without 
' interruption. Our State goal must 
be a minimum of 1000 usable 
bloods every week of the year. 

The program eannot terminate 
until a substitute is found for 
human blood, and Red Cross is 
now committecd to carry on un- 
j til that time shall arrive. 

| Said Mr. McEachran, “If the 
blood is not there, someone suf- 
fers.

Kiwanis Club 

According to Dr. Ernest Mor- 
ris, director of Newton’s Health 
Department, speaker at the New- 
ton Kiwanis Club’s meeting, 
Wednesday, at the Y.M.C.A., 
nothing is left undone to imprbvo 
health conditions in our city and 
that Newton’s record, equal to 
any in the nation, is better than 
the majority. 

Diptheria, Dr. Morris said, pre- 
valent in some localities, is a 
rare disease in Newtoh. Of three 
cases reported since 1937, two 
of them were contracted in an- 
other city. Polio is not the se- 
rious problem some consider it. 
Half of the polio suffers are 
not paralyzed and but eighteen 
per cent of those afflicted suffer 
from paralysis after treatment. 
Blood banks are very important 
inasmuch as many cures are ef- 
fected by use of various types. 
Processed, it used to provide 
plates for injured skulls instead 
of silver plates formerly used 
for the purpose. 

A program of free mass X- 
rays, especially among those em- 
ployed in industry, is underway 
in Newton, he continued. The 
causes of old age are being stu- 
died and it’s mental and physical 
ills. Mental hygene, nutrition 
programs, the health of school- 
children, malaria, mosquito con- 
trol and proper lighting in school 
rooms are all important issues 
and are being prosecuted vigor- 
ously. The sources of Newton’s 
milk supply in New England and 
New York, are visited ’regularly [ 
an inspected thoroughly. Tav- 
erns, restaurants and drug stores 
in Newton, are also »'isited regu- 
larly and cultures taken. Con- 
ditions found are recorded in 
published reports. 

Accidents, Dr. Morris conclud- 
ed, take far heavier toll of hu- 
mans than sickness and disease.

$80,000 Appropriated 
For Streets and Sewers 


13 Streets Completed 
Under Betterment Law 

Another phase i n Newton’s 
million-dollar street and sewer 
construction program was ap- 
proved by the Newton Board of 
Aldermen last evening when 
about $80,000 was . appropriated 
for the purpose and a report was 
received from Street Commission- 
er Harold F. Young that 15 
streets have been completed 
under the Betterment Law. 

Appropriations approved on 
the recommendation of the Public 
Works Committee were as fo> 
lows: Street re-construction of 
Putnam street, Ward 3, $14,750; 
re-construction of Claremont 
street, WarcJ 1, $9800; re-construc- 
tion of the intersection of Brook- 
line and Dedham streets, Ward 5. 
$2150, aaditlonal; reconstruction 
of Parker avenue from Woodcliff 
road, easterly, Ward 5, $2400; con- 
struction of Matacomet road, 
$7200 and drain, 31000, addi- 
tional; construction of Winne- 
taska road, Ward 5, $7200; con- 
struction of Quidnic road, Ward 
5, $9000: construction of Virginia 
road and Hicks street, Ward 3, 
under General Laws, $8500; brook 
improvements at the Newton 
Center playground, $1700; Saw 
Mill Brook improvements, Ward 
5, additional, $1600; sewer con- 
struction, Hawthorne street, 
Ward 2. $5400; sewer construc- 
tion, Ashmont avenue, Ward 2, 
76000; sewer construction, Puri- 
tan road, Ward 5, $1291 addition- 
al; sewer construction, Chatham 
road, Ward 5, $1290, additional. 

The Board voted $4750 for the 
grading of the Ward Sehool play- 
ground in Newton Centre, and 
$8000 for the grading of the 
Pierce School Playground, West 
Newton. The two playground 
projects were abandoned last 
year when the bids by contrac- 
tors exceeded $20,000, but this 
year the work can be done at 
considerably reduced prices, ac- 
cording to Chairman Fred C.

At a meeting of delegates of 
the United Veterans Organiza- 
tions held at the War Memorial 
Building Tuesday evening it was 
unanimously voted to seek the 
creation of a housing authority 
here so that the city may avail 
itself of benefits of the recent 
State Housing Act.

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Plan E Petition Not 
Filed; Referendum 
Will not bo on ballot

The movement for a referen- 
dum on the question of adopting 
the Plan E form of government 
in Newton appeared today to 
have collapsed, at least as far as 
the ballot for the city election 
in November is concerned. 

The deadline for filing petitions 
at City Hall for certification of 
signatures arrived Tuesday, but 
according to City Clerk Frank 
M. Grant, the petitions had not 
been filed at his office. Approx- 
imately 4300 signatures were 
needed to place the question on 
the ballot. 

Carrol J. Hoffman, former al- 
derman and leader in the move- 
ment for the proposed change in 
the form of government, could 
not be reached for an announce- 
ment as to the plans of the spon- 
sors. Election officials said that 
the petitions would be valid for 
the city election two years from 
now, even if they are filed too 
late for the 1947 election. 

The chief attraction for the 
backers of Plan E was its provi- 
sion for a city manager. Early 
in the summer, in response to a 
request for a ruling, City Solici- 
tor Joseph W. Bartlett issued a 
statement to the effect that the 
desired city manager form of 
government may be adopted 
without changing the basic form 
of government, but merely by a 
petition to the Legislature.

With apologies to Shakcepcare, the current topic thc*o days | 
seems to be 

To change or not to change: that is the question: 

Whether ’tis nobler in the purse to suffer — 

WHAT? 

And THAT IS the question. 4300 registered voters in Newton arc 
to be asked to sign a petition to place Plan E on the 1949 ballot. ' 
The voters are going to be urged to vote favorably on the adop- 
tion of Plan E— to cure Newton from what it suffers. Taxpayers 1 
are asked to gaze longingly at the admirable record made in 
Cambridge, where the tax rate has been reduced from $46.50 to 


$35.50. Everyone is asked to see how green the grass is there — 
and then to jump aboard the band wagon and root for Plan 
E for Newton. Adjoining cities likewise, but we are right now in- 
terested in Newton. 

We ask, is Newton suffering from the same ills as Cambridge 
as of 1940? If the answer is yes. then Newton ought to be able 
to look forward to a $15-120 tax rate within few years. The 
sponsors of Plan E no doubt have made the necessary studies and 
are ready to show wherein the mismanagement, bungling or in- 
efficient administration of the city’s affairs is costing the taxpayer 
at least $10.00 per thousand more than it ought. Further, that | 
only through voting by proportional representation can this 
savings be effectuated. 

In effect, the proponents of Plan E for Newton arc telling the 
people that the reason for the success of our neighboring city of 
Cambridge is NOT due to the working of the City Manager Plan, 
which has produced excellent results in hundreds of cities, and 
NOT due to the able administration of its City Manager. Mr. 
Atkinson, BUT because the election of the council and school 
committee was by proportional representation. This conclusion 
is inescapable inasmuch as the distinguishing feature between the 
Manager Plans D and E. is the PR method of electing these 
bodies. Plan D is there for the offering, and a City Manager like 
Mr. Atkinson could be appointed and PAID $20,000.00 per year, 
if the Council so decided.

City Election 

From now on, at least until 
some weeks after our city elec- 
tion, I propose to devote at least 
one paragraph a week to the 
progress of the campaign and to 
various phases of our local gov- 
ernment. The chief reason for 
this is the pronounced apathy of 
the electorate as a whole to the 
business of politics. I use the 
word business advisedly. It is a 
common complaint of a great 
many of our citizens that politi- 
cians run our city. By that I do 
not, of course, mean to imply that 
wc have in our midst a lot of 
ward heelers and selfish bosses 
whose chief aim is to feather 
their own nests and get ahead in 
the political arena. What I mean 
is simpl j this. Wc have the usual 
numbc’* of men who make no 
bones about being interested in 
turning the political wheel and 
keeping in very close touch with 
all governmental affairs. Per- 
haps it is not fair to label these 
men “politicians” for they are 
definitely more civic-minded and 
unselfish than their counterparts 
in some of our neighboring cities, 
such as Boston. 

There is another group of men 
who have long been active and 
extremely influential in our local 
government. This group, curious- 
ly enough, has come in for far 
more criticism from certain 
sources than the larger group 
which likes to run for office, 
make speeches etc. It is composed 
of successful business and pro- 
fessional men of highest stand- 
ing in the community. It is not an 
organized group at all. Its mem- 1 
I bers arc scattered throughout our 
| seven wards. In one ward there j 
may be only a handful of men; | 
in other wards there may be as 1 
many as thirty or forty. 

You ask, what does this group 
of citizens do? The answer is j 
simple. A vacancy is about to oc - 1 
cur in the Board of Aldermen, ■ 
for example. A strong Alderman 
who ha? served to the apparent 
satisfaction of the vast majority 
in the ward in question insists 
on retiring, for business reasons, 
health or what have you. The 
citizens in that ward who have 
played important part in se- 
curing the services of high-grade 
Aldermen in the past quite natur- 
ally hope to maintain the same 
high lewl when it comes to a re- 
placement. Incidentally, (and this 
fact is frequently forgotten or 
deliberately overlooked) practi- 
cally all the citizens I have been 
referring to are also ’eaders in 
such vital community activities 
as the Greater Boston Commun 
ity Fund, the Newton Wellesley 
Hospital, the local chapter of the 
Red Cross and many, many other 
organizations. What is wrong 
with having men like this influen- 
tial in the selectiort of our gov- 
ernmental officers and represen- 
tatives 9 

Finally, it seems to me that 
there is only one other way in 
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which to select local candidates; 
namely, to have a caucus of some 
sort in each ward. Would this 
system work out? Would there be 
any kind of a turn-out at such a 
caucus? Would you secure the 
attendance of many more than 
now show up at informal caucus- 
es? Would any higher type of 
public servants be secured? Or, 
on the other hand, is there a bare 
possibility that the attendance 
would include a good many men 
who weie personally Interested 
in the results of the caucus and 
who would make earnest pleas in 
behalf of their own candidates? 

I am ju3t wondering. 

Election Contests 

The Mayoralty contest will get 
going at full speed immediately 
after Labor Day, Sept. 1. At this 
time, your columnist proposes to 
have h«s own say. I’ll make it 
quite brief. What I have to say 
is entirely impersonal and is not 
to be construed as being for or 
against any specific candidate. 
However, if the shoe fits any- 
body, let him put it on. 

In mv opinion, there is one way 
and only one way in which to 
handle the situation which will 
confront the voters of Newton on 
November/!. Never mind whether 
there arc only the present three 
candidates for Mayor whose 
names appear on the ballot or 
whether there are two or three 
new names which the-voters have 
no knowledge of at the moment. 
The voter’s problem is ridiculous- 
ly simple. It is his or her duty to 
give thoughtful consideration to 
the various qualifications of each 
candidate and then, VOTE FOR 
THE BEST QUALIFIED MAN. 
It is as simpie as that. Just think 
over the character, education, 
background, business or profes- 
sional record, community service 
record AND experience :n govern- 
mental affairs in Newton or else- 
where. Leave out all personalities 
and prejudices, petty or other- 
wise, and use the same judgment 
you would use in making a vital 
decision concerning the welfare 
of YOUR OWN FAMILY. If you 
cast your vote on that basis you 
cannot possibly go wrong. 

Doesn’t that make sense? 

Well, we are going to have a 
number of Aldermanic contests 
which are sure to generate a good 
deal of heat and, I trust, some 
light as well. It is a safe bet that 
there will be a real fight in Wards 
2, 3 and 6 at the very least. All 
these fights are strictly local and 
involve the election of a Ward 
Alderman. There also appears to 
be a contest on in Ward 4. The 
situatioi in Wards 1, 5 and 7 is 
not ironed out as yet. Watch for 
details each and every week.

Letter to the Editor 


To the Editor, 

The Newton Graphic: 

Dear Sir, 

The suggestion by P.W.C. that 
an open discussion be held on 
the question of women in public 
life Is one that comes up more 
and more frequently and, like 
the question of bobbing her hair 
(which she went ahead and did 
anyhow) is more omnipresent 
now because women are in pub- 
lic life. It Is true, as John O’Gon- 
nor light-heartedly stated in his 
article, that the percentage is 
small, and it will remain small 
until certain obvious problems 
are eliminated. That women pos- 
sess the necessary abilities for 
public life no one will deny, since 
every prominent man was 
mothered by a woman who, no 
doubt, passed more or less of 
these on to him! The fact re- 
mains that in making appoint- 
ments women are overlooked for 
reasons of “practical’’ politics; 
that is, their importance is in 
direct .proportion to the num- 
ber of votes they .can deliver, or 
their contributions to party 
funds, or their participation in 
elections— all this and “pull” too. 
Such activity connotes a finan- 
cial independence and leisure 
which few women have. 

Last May Mr. Otis Wies^, Edi- 
tor in Chief of McCall’s Maga- 
zine, and Judge Dorothy Kenyon, 
of New York City, jousted on 
this very topic over the radio. 
The usual points were made by 
Mr. Wiese as to the lack of prom- 
inence of women in public life, 
with a particularly pungent re- 
ference to the League of Women 
Voters. Two factors which daunt 
even the hardiest feminist are 
(1) the cultural lag which, while 
granting women suffrage twenty- 
seven years ago, has not extend- 
ed much beyond giving them the 


women ns well as men) is stjll 
in process. (2) Public opinion Is 
still In the throes of a sociolo- 
gical hangover which Insists 
that woman’s place Is In the 
home to take care of the nine 
or ten children she does not 
have. 

Running for office is the hard 
way of arriving at one’s objec- 
tive, as I can testify, but as a 
basis for public service it has 
much to recommend it for my 
sex. Like the slow opening of 
other doors to them, public life 
will admit those women who 
find themselves best suited In It.

McGill Forecast 
Business Prospects 

Herbert N. McGill, president- 
treasurer of the McGill Com- 
modity Service, Inc. Auburndale, 
and editor-in-chief of the com- 
modity publications at the Bab- 
son organization for several 
years, told the Newton Kiwanis 
Club, Wednesday, at the Y.M.C. 
A. of America’s business and 
economic prospects of the fu- 
ture. 

A graduate of Newton High 
School and Boston University, 
Mr. McGill has been a member 
of the New England Purchasing 
Agents Association for the past 
30 years. Identified with pur- 
chasing agents' associations 
throughout the United States and 
for the past 20 yeafs, acting as 
one of the consultant econom- 
ists of the National Associa- 
tion of Purchasing Agents, his 
experience is long and varied. 

Prices, he said, are up 50 per 
cent over 1939. Competition, 
growing fast, will bring prices 
down. Business failures are In- 
creasing and concerning the re- 
cent wage Increases, he added, 
less than 50 per cent of Ameri- 
ca’s workers participated. The 
difficulty of "getting by" because 
of this condition can be readily 
understood and is too, perhaps, 
the reason so many businesses, 
particularly the small enter- 
prises, are failing. 

Inflation, Mr. McGill concluded, 
seems far fetched, but if this 
country is the victim of it, Com- 
munism will be the winner. 
With prices due to drop at least 
25 per cent during the next 12 
months, the only cancer in busi- 
ness, varied incomes, will be well 
on the way toward being cured.

City Takes Eight 
Parcels for Taxes, 
Setting New Low 

— o — 

A new low record for the num- 
ber of parcels of real estate taken 
for delinquent taxes was esta- 
blished in Newton yesterday 
when only eight parcels so taken 
were recorded at the Registry of 
Deeds. 

The 1948 taxes due on the eight 
parcels taken totals $1089. The 
number of parcels taken a year 
ago was 12 and the total taxes 
due wao $1081 compared with 
$3040 in 1945. 

At the time that the city for- j 
maliy took the parcels on June 24 
the number of parcels on which 
taxes remained unpaid was 13. 
As the collector waits about 60 
days before recording the titles 
at the Registry the delinquent 
taxpayers have a period of grace 
in which to prevent the title from 
passing to the city. The owners 
of five parcels took advantage of 
this opportunity, thereby reduc- 
ing the number from 13 to 8. 

The titles were recorded by 
Miss Laura R. Ellice, deputy col- 
lector of taxes, who Is acting 
collector in the absence of Clar- 
ence C. Colby, city treasurer and 
collector. Mr. Colby is ill at the 
Newton Hospital.

Fire Away! 

During the next two minutes, even as you are reading this, 
a fire will break out in somebody’s home. By the time 50 
minutes have ticke dawav, someone will have burned to death. 
By the time the day is over. 760 homes will have been eompletely 
or partially damaged by fire. 

These figures, prepared by the National Fire Protection 
Association, are grim and thought provoking and even more so 
is the fact that last year this country suffered a property loss 
by fire of close to six hundred million dollar? while 10,400 
Americans lost their live? as result of fires. 

At the present appaling rate of burning, this country con- 
tinues to rate the title of the Number One fire trap of the world. 
American homes are being attacked by fire at the rate of about 
300,000 a year, and the estimated fire losg for 1947 is even 
greater. 

What can be done about it? What can you do about it . . . 
Plenty! 

Ninety percent of all fires can be prevented by exercise 
of oommon sense precautions and elimination of carelessness 
and neglect. And that’s where you come in. It’s It's up to you to 
take all possible precautions in your home or place of business, 
to ust! a little common sense and to remember that that fire ‘ just 
dowrti the street last week” might have been at your place. 

Fire is no respecter of person? or time. It may not wait 
until “tomorrow’’ when you plan to do something about fire 
prevention, to remove those fire hazards from your home and, 
once they are removed, to see that no further hazards are al- 
lowed to present themselves. The precautions you take today 
can prevent tomorrow’s fire, but the precautions put off till 
tomorrow won't put out today’s fire. 

Don’t wait for Fire Prevention Week, early in October, to 
think about the hazards and cost of fire. Think and act now. 
October may be too late for the careless, the indifferent home- 
owner who casually flicks his or her cigarette ashes into the 
handiest receptacle, a waste basket, and tells himself, “It can’t 
happen here.” 

Labor Day 

L^bor Day, 1947, will have a significance that goes far 
beyond the picnics and the parades and the windy speeches that 
mark all national holidays. 

American labor has come to a crossroads. On the one hand, 
it has achieved enormous economic and political power, and 
wages and working conditions unequalled throughout the world. 
On the other hand, as a result of certain grave abuses of that 
power, it has incurred the distrust of millions of Americans who 
are not “anti-labor” but are “anti-racketeer.” 

The Taft-Hartley measure marks the first decisive attempt 
to correct these abuses. But a law is not enough. Labor could 
evade and perhaps circumvent for a time the clear intent of Con- 
gress. It could continue to hamper production and disrupt the 
smooth functioning of our economic machine. It could continue 
to reduce the prestige of this country abroad and its security 
at home. Should it do that, it would eventually bring down the 
wrath of the people upon its head, and invite a really tough law 
that would drastically limit its rights and privileges. 

If labor will sooperate with industry and the government 
to clean its own house and to contribut. its full measure to the 
production of goods and services, it will cam and receive the 
respect and confidence of the country. It is a good sign that 
?ome leading labor leaders have recently said that worker pro- 
ductivity should be increased. One reason for today’s high prices 
lies in the fact that output per man hour has gone down even 
as wages have gone up. Labor’s basic interest lies in “real wages,” 
which means wages measured in the light of purchasing power, 
not merely the number of dollars in the pay envelope. Labor 
Day will Be a memorable date if it marks the start of a vol- 
untary effort to resolve labor-management differences through 
honest collective action, and to stabilize the American economic 
system. 


Dwight D. Eisenhower 

For many months your column- 
ist has been refraining from talk- 
ing about a potential dark-horse 
candidate for the Republican 
nomination for the Presidency 
in 1948. The reason for this has 
been that I did not want to jump 
the gun and do anything to dis- 
tract attention from the lead- 
ing contenders at the time. 
Messrs. Dewey. Taft and Stassen 
appear to be well out front and 
there are, as always at this junc- 
ture, a small-sized army of favor- 
ite son candidates, including our 
own U. S. Senator Leverett Sal- 
tonstall. Other prominent favor- 
ite sons are Senator Arthur H. 
Vandenberg of Michigan, Gov. 
Earl Warren of California, Sena- 
tor Edward Martin of Pennsyl- 
vania. Also, we cannot afford 
to overlook Speaker of the House 
Joe Martin, who has recently been 
honored at a huge clambake in 
his own Congressional district 
in this state, our Junior Senator 
Henry Cabot Ladge and a num- 
ber of others who have had less 
publicity to date. Speaker Mar- 
tin has had enormous publicity 
on account of the fact that he 
will now succeed President Tru- 
man if the latter should unex- 
pectedly drop out of the picture 
for one reason or another. In 
this connection, it might be point- 
ed out that Speaker Martin has 
indicated, publicly, that he is 
no more interested in suddenly 
being catapaulted into the White 
House than was our present 
Chief Executive. 

Now, back to General Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and his place in 
the G.O.P. picture in 1948. The 
Republican old-guard, weakened 
but still powerful, appears to 
view the Eisenhower threat with 
considerable concern, to put it 
mildly. Here is a man who IS a 
man and who cares little or 
nothing for ordinary politics. 
Should he be nominated and 
elected President he would un- 
doubtedly be just as free and in- 
dependent as Wendell Willkie 
would have been if he had made 
the grade and landed in the White 
House. 

Readers of Life magazine, 
which devoted two full pages in 
their August 25 issue to General 
Ike, will understand why I use 
the term "threat” in connection 
with a possible Eisenhower can 
dldacy. The General’s chance 
would come if and when the 
G.O.P. convention became dead- 
locked and both Dewey and Taft 
had to be counted out. At that 
point, a stampede to Eisenhower 
would be just as possible as the 
stampede to Willkie in 1940. 

But, wait a minute. Is the 
General really a Republican and 
would he accept the nomination? 


Kansas Republicans are obvious- 
ly of the opinion that their be- 
loved General IS a Republican. 
As to the second question, Life 
quotes Eisenhower as having 
made the following statement; 
“I haven’t the effrontery to say 
I wouldn’t be President.” 

Plan E Loses 

Rather to the surprise of quite 
a few well-informed people, the 
proponents of Plan E for New- 
ton failed to make the grade 
this summer. August 19 was the 
dead-line for filing the 4,300 
signatures required to place the 
Plan E question on the ballot 
at the coming City election. On 
that date Mr. Grant, our City 
Clerk, had not received the neces- 
sary signatures. Plan E is, there- 
to^ dead for at least two years. 

Wnat killed this movement? 
There were a number of factors. 
A terrifically hot summer is no 
time to try to stir up anybody 
over political matters. Again, 
there were altogether too many 
prominent citizens who were eith- 
er violently opposed to Plan E 
for Newton or else were waiting 
to be shown just why Newton 
needed Plan E. The proponents, 
who, incidentally, were not as 
efficiently organized as they 
might have been, appear to have 
failed to make out a good case 
for a radical change in our form 
of government. Furthermore, 
when our City Solicitor, Joseph 
W. Bartlett, issued a statement 
early in the summer that a City 
Manager could be installed in 
Newton WITHOUT changing our 
basic form of government, the 
props fell out from underneath 
the Plan E movement. 

For my own part, I am not 
definitely hostile to the City 
Manager idea. I am, however, 
opposed to a full Plan E fbr 
Newton as matters stand today. 
This is one of the few times when 
I stand precisely where President 
Truman does; namely, I am from 
Missouri. 

The Johnson Appointment 

One of the interesting features 
of the recent confirmation of the 
appointment of C. Evan Johnson 
as Recreation Commissioner was 
this; the vote for confirmation 
was II to 5, but there were five 
Aldermen absent. That, in itself 
is nothing very unusual, especial- 
ly in the summer months. How- 
ever, it makes it possible for the 
sponsors off the other candidate 
for the position, John F. (Buck) 
Donahue, to speculate as to what 
might have happened had all 
twenty-one Aldermen been pres- 
ent and voting. The vote might 
conceivably have been II to 10. 
That would have been a very 
small margin for a very import- 
ant position.

or the losing of a life. If the 
fuses keep “blowing” call a li- 
censed electrician and have him 
fhcck the wiring system and rec- 
tify the trouble. 

Extension cords which are used 
for many appliances usually re- 
ceive many abuses, such as being 
pulled out of the sockets by the 
cord instead of the plug itself. 
This injures the wire and the 
insulation. The old type plugs 
should be replaced with the new 
type plug that is designed with a 
section to handle it conveniently. 
Cords that are placed under rugs 
are subjected to severe punish- 
ment that they are not designed 
to take. This walking on them 
can.break the insulation and ex- 
pose the bare wires so that when 
they come in contact, arc. and 
can set a fire without your know- 
ing it. In order to overcome this 
thc addition of more floor plugs 
at convenient locations should be 
installed. Just one fire will be 
more expensive than the cost of 
installing many floor plugs. 

Ironing is a common cause of ; 
fires. This type of appliance is 
designed to produce high temper- j 
atures. As long as it is being | 
used the heat is dissipated and 
no fire is caused, but to allow an 
Iron to rest in one place on any 
type of combustible material will 
usually end in a disaster. Irons 
should be placed on a safe me- 
talic stand when not in use and 
disconnected from the current 
even while going out of the 
room, something might turn up 
and prevent your return as soon 
as you had expected such as 
answering the door or telephone. 

Motors in all types of appli- 
ances should be oiled and ser- 
viced regularly in cyder to in- 
sure the best service from them. 

Portable electrical heaters re- 
quire large volumes of electrical 
energy to produce heat, if such 
a device is placed on an already 
overloaded circuit it may either 
result in “blowing” the fuse or 
heating the wiring up to a dan- 
gerous temperature which after 
a time can break down the insu- 
lation and produce a fire. All 
types of heaters should be so 
situated that the heat will not 
be concentrated directly on any 
type of combustible materials 
so that a fire can start. In 
all cases only the Underwriter 
Approved type of appliances 
should be used. 

Temporary wiring is in many 
cases false economy, usually be- 
ing done by some unexperienced 
person who is not aware of the 
hazards involved. 

It is up to each and everyone 
of us here in Newton to do our 
part to make our individual 
homes the safest place there is 
to live in, now and every day.

Harold F. Young, a member of 
the Newton Rotary Club and 
Street Commissioner of Newton, 
was the speaker at the meeting 
of the Rotary Club on Monday at 
the Brae Burn. 

Since he was appointed Street 
Commissioner on November 1, 
1945, Mr. Young has studied the 
city ordinance with respect to 
his department, and worked 
closely with Chief Engineer Pratt 
laying out plans to get the most 
out of available money in the 
long term maintenance of our 
streets, sewers, and drains.

The detours encountered 
trying to cross the city this year 
are real reminders that his de- 
partment is doing a large scale 
operation of road reconstruction.
